One can easily mock dungeon synth: both 
from a compositional and music 
technical point of view it's often 
rather superficial, many a time the 
imagery is trite, it ofttimes lacks an 
outspoken message or just a form of 
urgency altogether. Basically, it's a 
bit heavy on the Bob Ross side of 
things. Not so much for this album 
though. ‘Clandestine meditations in two 
chapters’ compiles two 20-minute tracks 
that were released digitally earlier in 
2020 .
